Rockefeller Foundation to 
Ald Iii M e d ia l Work 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., in behalf! 
of the Rockefeller Foundation, has 
just sent a letter 
to 
the principal 
missionary societies having work in ] 
such parts of China as the Fou n d a­ 
tion, as announced a short time since, 
purposes to install and assist medi­ 
cal missionary work through help for 
Christian societies and through the 
planting of 
medical 
colleges on its 
own account. 
The foundation has 
established the China medical hoard. 
with offices in New York, and a resi­ 
dent director in China. 
The 
last 
nam»d is to be Roger S. Greene, for­ 
merly United States consul general 
at Hankow. 
Mr. Rockefeller tells the mission­ 
ary societies that 
the 
new board. 
backed bv the 
foundation, 
stands 
ready to make grauts of money to 
them to strengthen 
their 
medical 
work in China, and to do so with­ 
out application of any doctrinal tests. 
He praises work done by Christian 
societies in China, doing so after an 
exhaustive investigation made at the 
F oundation’s expense. 
The founda­ 
tion tells the societies, however, that 
it will establish new work, and in so 
doing will not insist upon any doc­ 
trinal standards of physicians and 
nurses. 
Mr. Roc kefeller in his letter praises 
highly the Christian 
character 
of 
medical work done by societies, and 
assures them that all work entered 
upon by the foundation will have for 
its chief Purpose the spread of the 
gospel. 
“ W e share with the mis­ 
sionary boards,” says Mr. Rockefel­ 
ler in the foundation’s name, “ the 
conviction 
that 
the 
teaching of 
Christ must be imparted to the Chi­ 
nese through preaching. 
and

Congregationalists ex­ 
pect to fall a little behind, and P res­ 
byterians

Presbyterians, home and foreign, 
which are among the largest boards] 
in the world, began the year with 
deficits of $430,000 and fear they 
will add more to it through tolling 
off on receipts this year.

$6,000 on an expenditure of $400 in 
the religious weeklies.
